W RIST inju ries are a frequ ent 
afterm ath of falls and since elderly 
people are more su bject 
to falls 
than are you nger and m ore su re­ 
footed individu als, accidents to the 
w rist are 
a 
special 
problem 
in 
this age grou p. 
By far the most common inju ry 
to Uie wrist is a break or fractu re. 
Thu s, if you lu ll and hu rt you r 
wrist at all seriou sly, the chances 
are all against a mere sprain and 
all for an actu al break. Many su ch 
breaks are overlooked, however, be­ 
cau se the Lone fragm ents are not 
u su u lly thrown ou t of position. 
If Severe Enou gh 
According to 
Dr. 
David 
Lloyd 
G riffiths of England, if a wrist in ­ 
ju ry is severe enou gh to cau se a 
patient to seek the service of a 
physician, it is severe enou gh to re­ 
qu ire an X -ray exam ination. This 
X -ray exam ination shou ld inclu de 
plates taken from the side, from 
Uie top. and at an angle 
Of cou rse inju ries to the wrist 
may lead only to a sprain, that is 
stretching or tearing of ligaments 
and mu scles 
A severely sprained 
wrist is liu blo to be painfu l for a 
long time, particu larly in an elderly 
person. For this reason, Dr. Grif- 
tiths advises that su ch sprains be 
treated m u ch in the same wu \ as a 
fractu re, tha t is with a light plaster 
cast. 
Fixing the wrist in su ch a east 
gives the damaged tissu es a chance 
for repair and m ay prevent the 
sprain from becoming chronic, that 
Is, long continu ed 
On the other 
hand, keeping the wrist in the cast 
too long is inadvisable since this 
m ay cau se weakening and wasting 
of the mu scle. As a ru le, two to 
three weeks are long enou gh. 
Of cou rse a cast shou ld br well 
fitting, comfortable, and not 
too 
tight. Otherwise pressu re on the 
thin skin of an elderly person may 
lead to development of u lcers or 
sores. There shou ld be no restric­ 
tions of the movements of the fin­ 
gers. Strapping of the wrist with a d ­ 
hesive tape is not advisable since it 
may damage the skin w ithou t giv­ 
ing as m u ch rest or su pport as a 
splint or plaster cast. 
If the X -ray exam ination shows 
that a break in the bones has oc­ 
cu rred, proper treatm ent shou ld be 
i'arneu ou t as soon as possible. This 
means that the broken bones m u st 


be pu t into 
proper 
position, 
by 
movement or m anipu lation while the 
patient is u nd r anaesthetic, Then
